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Onset of symptoms:

High Fever
Cough
Coryza
Conjunctivitis

Rash lasts 5-6 days
and will disappear
in the same order

that it appeared
from head to
extremities

Maculopapular rash appears
on face near hairline (usually
3-5 days after symptoms
begin and 14 days after
exposure)
